HIGHER REVENUES REQUIRED TO MEET 
INCREASED COSTS 


Rising costs over a period of years have. finally compelled 
us to seek a general increase in our telephone exchange rates. 
Application for the increase has been filed with the Board of 
Transport Commissioners for Canada. 


Long distance rates are not affected by the application. 


Unlike the prices of most commodities and services, 
telephone rates have not:risen since the war—as a matter of 
fact; we have not had a general increase in our rates since 1921. 


In order to meet the demand for telephone service and to 
improve the existing service; we are planning to place orders 
totalling over $40,000,000 in the four years from 1949 to 1952. 
it is therefore obvious that in the next few years the Company 
must attract millions of dollars of new capital. To do this it 
must pay a fair return on the money invested. 


THE GROUPING PLAN 


Under the proposed rate structure, the exchanges would 
be placed in groups according to the number of telephones 
served by each exchange. There would be a schedule of rates 
for each group. The rates would follow the widely recognized 
principle that larger exchanges should pay higher rates than 
smaller ones because (A) unlike the pattern of most businesses, 
the unit cost of telephones tends to increase as more telephones 


have to be increased more than others, while some will actually 
be reduced. It can therefore be seen that if a modern grouping 
plan is to replace the present one, which is now outgrown and 
no longer equitable, no uniform increase—on a percentage 
basis, for example—would serve the purpose. 


OTHER PROPOSALS IN THE RATE APPLICATION 


Among other proposals contained in the Company's 
application to the Board of Transport Commissioners for 
Canada are the following:
